United States lost its Initial battlo !n the U.N. general as- 
scmhly taday when the delegates elected Oswaldo AranhOt 
Brazil, to be president over the U. S. candidate, Australian 
Foreign Minister Herbert V. Evatt. 

Aronha, who was presldfint of the assembly's special ses- 
sion on Palestine, warned the assembly at the opening ses* 
slon in the morning in the first address that the decisions 
made here this fall will decide whether the world is to have 
peace or war. Recognizing the serious American-Soviet diplo- 
matic war, he pleaded to the nations of this world parlia- 
ment to reject "the thought 
of wor." 

Aranha was elected on the 
second ballot, receiving 29 
votes to' Evatt's 24. Four bal- 
lots were declared invalid.

Without menUonlng tho 
fierce dlplomatlo. war between the 
United Btatei and Russia, he ap- 
pealed for unden landing and rea- 
son Instead of armed force in 
seeking a lettlcmcnt of the dltfl- 
culliea between ."some" nations. 

He pleaded with the delegates- 
many of whom talk about the In- 
evitability of war between east and 
west— to condemn and reject the 
very thought of war. 

OThvyer told the delcsntes ot CS 
nations that those who lived 
throuEh two wars have a "sense of 

able solution for peace. Bo offered 
his city's cooperation In helping the 
United NaUona make Itself "o - - 
manent and enduring reality.

He had been a patient 
at the hospital since breaking his 
hip in a fall about aeven weeks ago. 

Mr. Bell was well known In thla 
area some 13 yean prior to the time 
he moved to Buhl. A Bengal tiger 
escaped from a circus In Twin Falls 
on May 23. 1007, when Mr. Bell and 
hla family were attending the dr- 
cua. Ruth Roiell. 4, daughter of Mr. 
and Mra. 6. E. Rosell, was mauled 
by Uie tiger. Mr. BeU killed the 
tiger with six shots from a'23 cal- 
iber revolver, according to an oc- 
count of the Incident as carried In 
the Twin Falla Newa on May 31, 
1007. 

According to tho account ot the 
circus accident, Mr. Dell fired at 
the tiger from such close range that 
powder bums were found on 
the tiger's pelt.

THE NEW ATOMIC WAR 

The Amerlcaa decision, announced by 
President Truman, to miJce radio laotp];>es 
available to qualUled scientists ol all natlona 
was not a unanimous action. One member of 
the U. S. Atomic Energy commission voted 
against It Some complaints arc reported 
Irom congressmen, and Bernard Baruch, 
chief author of the American plan for atomic 
energy control, is said to disapprove. 

.Vet the expert consensus seems to be that 
"the risks were minimal and the advantages 
very large." So those of us Americans whose 
knowledge of nuclear physics Is a little rusty 
wUI probably have to trust the explanation 
that radio Isotopes cannot be used for mili- 
tary purposes or lor the wholesale destruc- 
tion of human life. 

Radio Isotopes have been called the most 
Important medical research tool slnco the 
microscope. So It would seem that, while we 
are not giving away any atomic secrets, we 
■ may be presenting the world's scientists with 
the key to the deadly atomic secrets which 
cure such killing Illnesses as cancer. 

There Is hope that other maladies may bo 
conquered by the isotope's detective and cur- 
ative properties. But cancer is the principal 
target. The announcement of the Isotope's 
availability was foUowed Immediately by the 
announcement of plaiu for an Intematlonal 
association to tight the disease. 

Before the war. radio Isotopes were pro- 
duced In cyclotrons. The process was slow and 
fantastic^ expensive. How. thanks to the 
uranium chain reaction pile which produced 
the atomic bomb, they can be had In quantity 
— Mid-at-a-moderatfr-prlce; 

Thus, science can now wage atomic war 
agalmt a disease whose continuous toll of 
lives makes the atomic twmb seem like a pop- 
gun by comparison. There is no present guar- 
antee that this atomic war will be successful. 
But even ItS' declaration comes as good news 
to a world torn by distrust. Ideolt^cal con- 
flicts ai^ economic crises. 

To diseases, such as cancer, this Is truly 
one world. They recognize no boundaries or 
politics or pretensions of natlonallstlo snper- 
lorlty. niey strike mercilessly, and at ran- 
dom, throughout the world. Thus far they 
have concealed the secrets of their cause and 
cure. 

If cancer is to succumb to human con- 
quest. Its conquerors must also realize that 
this Is one world. The -united scientific forces 
of all nations in the world must Join In the 
- task, pooling their knowledge and freely ex- 
changing the results of their efforts. 

Since true science knows no nationalism, 
racism or bigotry (we are not speaking of the 
pseudo-scientists of Nazi Germany) such a 
united attack may be possible. The dissent- 
ing member of the atomic energy commission 
Is reported to have feared that Russian sci- 
entists, as willing or reluctant prisoners of 
Soviet policy, might use the Isotopes for deeds 
as atrocious as Hitler's "scientists" com- 
mitted. 

This seems imllkely, since Russia's ruling 
clique has plenty of old-fashioned methods 
of atrocity at its disposal It it wants to use 
them. But, if the chance to conquer diseases 
like cancer exists. It would seem that It must 
be taken, in the happy event of success. It 
would then be up to the world's statesmen to 
decide whether human lives, saved from 
painful death by a byproduct of the atomic 
bomb, are vrorth saving from the bomb itself. 

100 YEARS FROM NOW,. WHAT? 

Can you imagine what It would be like if 
we could have lived 100 years from now? 

Tou have heard some individuals deplore 
not too seriously the thought that they will 
be missing the age of wonders a century 
hence. They try to visualise that future era 
of space ships, beam guns and all the other 
spectacular things which exist now only in 
the Imaginary lives of such characters as 
Buck Rogers. ^ 

The other day. we overheard an opinion 
quite In contrast to all such speculation. 

"I believe." sold this particular individual, 
"that we have already passed through the 
most interesting period In world history. The 
discovery of atomic power was the climax to 
the span of humonltjr. With this great power 
tt Is now possible for the world to move to- 
ward its destruction. It becomes more and 
more apparent that humanity Is unable to 
muster any Influence great enough to count- 
eract such a traglo posslbUlty." 

When we tried to take Issue with his pes- 
almlsm, he countered with the claim that a 
world-wide peaca Is further from a reality 
than over before; that Britain, one of the 
world's greatest . powers. Is disintegrating 
trom within; that the United States Is al- 
ready starting to stumble around aimlessly; 
— Xt»% iBllllonw-Mtt beginning to follow a mass 
psychoid that will lead only to a tutlle end. 

It may aU sound silly, but ]uat tor the tun 
at It. ask youraelf the question: Would, you 
rather be Uvlng now or 100 years bence?

He felt himself obli- 
gated to moke good their debts. As n result. Mes.ira.

Mr. Smith tossed his brovm derby Into the 
ring against the "old potato." The Roosevelt-Smlth 
feud threatoned to ahattcr party harmony and possi- 
bly mean a Democratic defeat.

RLUTS FASTEST RIDE 

The curtain has been lifted a Uttlo higher on what 
we may look for in tho speed of flight by the new 
record eatabllshed by the navy Douglas Bki'streak 
whldi averaged S10.7 miles an hour over tho Mojave 
desert under tho official otuervaUon of the National 
Aeronautics association. The layman can only marvel 
at the constant Increments In speed and power which 
are being shown by turbo-jet and turbo-prop engines 
and can look for continuing developmenL 

No less remarkable than the technical developments 
which are coming foru'nrd no rapidly Is the human 
atilUty to adjust Itself to speedj so brcath-tnklng os 
that established by Comdr. Turner P. Caldwell. Jr., 
over Muroc dry lake. Laboratories such as the na- 
tional advisory committee for aeronautics already have 
found that dlsconcerthig and highly perilous reversals 
ot controls moy occur In the speed rtElon approaching 
that of BOund when the lighting flow ot air across 
the wing breaks away In sudden turbulence. More- 
over, tho frlctlonal heal factors Involved In flights 
ot speed above 500 miles on hour are such that both 
pilot and plane must be protected by special cooling. 
Already plane speeds have reached a point where 
armament cannot keep pace and tho problems of 
nghtlns with accuracy In such a plane are stoggerUig. 

FW speeds already altataed only drones and guided 
missiles, which are expendoble, may. pcrhops bo 
pracUcaL Certainly, the fixed policy of our armed 
tones to regnrd the pilot ns not expendable but as 
a precious asset to be protected at all cost Is severely 
threatened by the mounting pace of flights— New 
York Times.
